ANEW edition of The Poetical Works of 
John Keats has just been published. It 
is in two volumes, and is taken from his 
own editions and other authentic sources, and 
collated with many manuscripts. It is edited 
with notes and appendices by H. Buxton 
Forman. It also contains an interesting bio- 
graphical sketch of great value by Nathan 
Haskell Dole, since, owing to the indefatigable 
efforts of this well-known writer, he has pro- 
duced some facts concerning the life of this 
great poet heretofore not known to the public. 
Four portraits of the poet, a facsimile of his 
last sonnet, and his death mask, with a num- 
ber of other illustrations, accompany the text. 



HOUGHTON, MIFFLIN & CO., Boston. 

EARLY in the coming year there will be 
issued simultaneously by an English 
house (Ward & Downey) and Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., of Boston, quite an important 
book. It will be a photographic facsimile, of 
William Bradford's manuscript narrative of 
the Plymouth settlement. How the manu- 
script came to be in England is one of those 
mysteries not accounted for, but is one of the 
many relating to America owned by the Bishop 
of London. The utmost persuasion was re- 
quired to induce Bishop Temple to consent to 
its being reproduced and published. The 
price will be $20, and the English edition has 
been already subscribed for. 

The Singing Shepherd and Other Poems, 
by Annie Field. A dainty little volume of ten- 
der verses, illustrative of love ,°nd sentiment, 
comprising in all 140 short and charmingly 
written poems, mainly of a simple and pastoral 
nature. 

A Sing u tar Life, by Elizabeth Stuart 
Phelps, is the story of a young minister, begin- 
ning with a glimpse of his life among the poor- 
est students of a theological institute. The 
hero, who holds strong opinions concerning life 
and religion, has his trials in connection with 
his first ministerial holding, that would have 
been discouraging and disheartening to a mind 
of less mental strength. He, however, finds his 
life work and reward among the rough charac- 
ters of a New England fishing village, where 
he endears himself to his parishioners by his 
true, manly character and earnest and success- 
ful desire to enter into their lives and home 
interests. A shipwreck scene (which seems to 
mark the turning point in his life), in which he 
saves a drunkard's life at the risk of his own, is 
treated with graphic clearness and strong de- 
scriptive power. The author's name is a guar- 
antee for the true and sterling character of this 
line of literature. 

The Gentleman Vagabond and Some Oth- 
ers, a series of short and highly interesting 
stories, by F. Hopkinson Smith, artist, engineer 
and author. These are most interesting little 
tales of human nature in its quaint and 
wholly lovable aspect. Who can fail to be at- 
tracted by the genial major, the "Gentleman 
Vagabond," in spite of his assumption of high 
position and most undreamed-of faculty for 
" stretching the truth ?" 

The highest type of perfect manhood and 
true gentleman is shown in all its phases — 
the vagabond, the laborer, the backwoodsman 
and the polished man of the world — they are all 
here, and each and every one of them perfect 



specimens of the genus gentleman, each in his 
individual station of life. These stories are 
well written, ingenuous and interesting, and 
show clearly the author's knowledge of human 
nature ; indeed, to understand such, as he un- 
doubtedly does, the author must himself be a 
gentleman " simple and pure."

Painting in France, after the Decline 
of Classicism, by Philip Gilbert Hamerton, 
is the newest and best edition of this 
well-known work. It is published in large 
i2tno, good type and wide margins — making a 
very desirable volume for library purposes. 
There are fourteen full-page photogravures, 
illustrating representative works of the artists 
who are criticised in the text. For, notwith- 
standing it is called on the title-page "An 
Essay," it is essentially Hamertonian on every 
page, and as such possesses a value. Mr. 
Hamerton as a censor in matters pertaining 
to art and artists' methods is well known, and 
his views, if not always accepted, are respected, 
as the result of most careful consideration and 
thoughtful analysis. The artists mentioned in 
this volume include Aubert, Courbet, De 
Jonghe, l^obrichon, Brun, Henriette Browne, 
Jalabert, Compte-Calix, Otto Weber, Le Poit- 
tevin, Tissot, Landelle, Janet Lange, and 
Corot. 

Contemporary French Painters, by Philip 
Gilbert Hamerton, is just issued m a uniform 
style to that of Painting in France. It con- 
tains sixteen photogravures, and the names of 
the artists who receive Hamerton's criticism 
are Bougureau, Ingres, Harmon, H. Vernet, 
Protais, Delaroche, Ary Scheffer, Troyon, 
Rosa Bonheur, Robert C. Jacque, Decamps, 
Gerome, Meissonier, E. Frere, Toulmouche 
and others. This book contains not only an 
analytical dissertation of the artists' work, but 
considerable information regarding the artists 
themselves and their characteristics in so far 
as it relates to their art. It is evident through- 
out Mr. Hamerton has bestowed much care 
and thought upon the subject, with which he 
was thoroughly familiar and en rapport, and 
the result is an exceedingly interesting volume.

Poems of the Farm is a fine specimen 
of book-making. It contains a number of 
choice poems pertaining to rural life, col- 
lected and edited by Alfred R. Eastman, who 
is also responsible for the handsome illustra- 
tions, some eighty in number. From the same 
firm comes also an interesting volume, Old 
Boston, by Henry R. Blaney, giving a de- 
scriptive account of the many and famous build- 
ings in this historical place, and its surround- 
ings. It is abundantly illustrated with repro- 
ductions of etchings in half-tones, including 
Faneuil Hall, Christ Church, birthplace of 
Paul Revere, etc. 

Notes From a Gray Nunnery, by Mrs. J. S. 
Halleck. A happy year spent by the author 
and a companion in close communion with 
nature in the pleasant old country-house called 
by them "Old Gray Nunnery," results in this 
delightful little book. Here nature, in all its 
phases and changes, from January to Decem- 
ber, together with the occurrences of the year, 
are described in a charming and elegant man- 



ner by this bright student of nature, who 
seems to have allowed nothing of interest 
to pass unnoticed, all being depicted in a charm- 
ing series of realistic word-paintings such as is 
rarely met with. The book is prettily illus- 
trated by many half-tone vignettes. 

The Jerome Banners, by Irene E. Jerome. 
A series of four daintily-decorated leaflets or 
banners, each consisting of four cards, beauti- 
fully emblazoned in colors and gold, attached 
by ribbons of harmonious colors, combined 
with appropriate extracts from popular authors. 
The ' ' Joy Banner " has nasturtium vines twined 
in and out the entire banner, is warm and rich 
in coloring, and the texts, as in all of them, are 
glowing in rich colors and gold. The " Rest 
Banner "has delicately-tinted sweet peas trail- 
ing among the beautiful and restful quotations. 
"What Will the Violet Be?'' suggests the 
beauties and delicate perfumes of this favored
